N Om Gentlemen, will you gine me leaue to dallie a

Beſides, they get the light of it better then wee, and are 
wonderfull quicke of hearing. But let vs come to ſpirch, 
which is either mward az outward. Now that they hane 
outward ſpeech A make no queſtion, although we cannot 
vnderftand them,foz they barke as good old Saxon as may 
be;yea W 

ue 
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haue one kinde ot boice in the chaſe,and another when they 

are beaten, and another when they fight. That they haue 
the inward ſp&ch of minde, which is chiefip connerſant in 
thoſe things which agre& with our nature, oz are moſt a. 
gainft it, in knowing thoſe things which ſtand vs molt in 
ted, g attaining thoſe vertues which to our p20- 
per life, and are moſt conuerſant in our affections, thus J 
pꝛoue: firſt and fozmoſt he choſeth- thoſe things that are 
c5modions vnto him; ſhunneth the contrary : He knows 
eth what is good fozhis diet, and ſ&keth about foz it. At 
the fight of a whip he runneth away like a theffrom a hue 
and cry. Neither is he an idle fellow that lines like a tren- 
cher Flie vpon the ſweat of other mens bzowes, but hath 
naturally a trade to get his liuing by, as namely the Art 
of hunting and Conicatching, which theſe late boks go a⸗ 
bout to diſcredit. Pea, there be of them as of men of all oc« 
tupations, ſome Cariers, and they will fetch;ſome water- 
men, e they will dine and ſwim when pou bid them; ſome 
butchers, and they will kill ſhepe z ſome cokes, and they 
turne the ſpit. Neither are they void of vertue,foz if that be 
Juſtite that giues enery one his deſerts,out of doubt dogs 
are not deſtitute of it: foꝛ they fawne vpon their familiar 
friends and acquaintance z they defend thoſe from danger 
that haue deſerned. well of them, and revenge them of 
ffrangers, and ſuch as either haue, oꝛ gd about to do them 
iniurte. Then if they daue Juſtice, they haue all the ver- 
tues, ſince this is an Axioma in Philaſsphy, that one ver- 

tue cannot bo ſeparated from another. 

Further, we ſie they are full of magnanimitie, in in⸗ 
countring their enemies. They are wiſe, as Homer uit⸗ 
neſſeth, who intreating of the returne of Vyſſes to his 
owne houſe,affirmeth that all his houſhold had foꝛgotten 
him but his dogge Argus, and him neither could Pallas by 
her ſubtile Art decetue in the alteration of his bodp, noz 
his twentie yeares abſente, in his beggers werds delude a⸗ 
ny whit, but he il „ kaʒme inhis lantaſie, which 
as

as it appeared was better then any mans of that time. 

Acco2ving to Chrylippus, they axe not ignoꝛant of that 
excellent faeultie of Lopicke, foz he ſaith that a dogge by 
canuaſing and ſtudy doth obtaine the knowledge to diſtin- 
guiſh betweene thzee ſeuerall things, as foꝛ example, where 
thꝛer wapes meet, and of theſe thzce hath ſtaid at two of 
them, by which he perceineth the game hath not gone, pꝛe⸗ 
ſently without mo2e adoe hee runneth violently on the 
third way: which doth argue ( ſaith Chryſippus) as if he 
fhould reaſon thus. Either hee went this wap, o2 that 
wap, oꝛ wonder way: but neither that way, noz ponder 
wap, therefoze this way. Againe, when they are ſicke, 
they know what diſeaſe they haue, and deniſe how they 
may eaſe themſelnes of their griefe if one ſfrike them into 
the fleſh with a ſtake, this policy they bſe to get it out. 
They traile one of their feet vpon the ground, and gnaw 
the fleſh where the woemd is round about with their teeth, 
vntill they haue d2awne it cleane out. Ik they chance to 
haus any vicer, becauſe dicers kept fonte are hardly cu⸗ 
red, theylicke the ſoze with their tongnes, and ktepe it 
cleane. And wonderfull well doe they obſerue the pꝛe⸗ 
ceptof Hippoerares that the onely medicine fo2 the fot is 
toreft; fo2 if they haue any hurt in their fert, they beare 
them vp, and as much as lies in them, take care they be not 
ſtirred: when byp3ofitable hnmours trouble them, they 
eat an hearb, whereby they vomrite bp all that is offen: - 
fige vnts them, an ſo reconer their bealth againe. bo- 
thinke pon my maſters, are thefebrreafonablecreatutes, 
that haue all this naturall reafon in them: No, though 
they are beaſts, yet they are not as other are, inhumans : 
fo2 they haue moze humanitie then any other beaſts what- 
foener. But of them J haue laid enough, e therefoꝛe J will 
p2oceed to my fo2zmer argument : wherein foꝛ pour better 
delight J will acquaint you with a true ffozte lately per- 
fozmed in Poules Church by a couple of Cutpurſes. The 
matter was of ſuch truth, as J could foz ned ſet downe

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the Gentlemays name, and alſo the names of all the a- 
aoꝛs therein, but JI crane pardon, becauſe ths Gentleman 
was of good place and credit, andfoz moze aſſurance my 
ſelfe was p3eſent : the whole matter fell out as followeth.
